THE FASTEST CAR IN THE WORLD 
(Rate of 127.66 Miles an Hour) 


This car, at Ormond, Fla., Jan. 21 to 28, 1906, established the following World's Records.

The 5-mile record was made in competition, with a scoring start, and was at the rate of a mile in 33: seconds, which is faster than any gasolene car built according 
to A. A. A. rules ever made for a single mile 

The power-plant in this car is exactly like that in the regular Stanley cars, except that it is larger, of about twice the power as the Touring Cars (Model F). It 
weighs 1,600 pounds, and has margin enough for another boiler of the same size (512 pounds) without passing the racing weight-limit of 2,204 pounds. Tne boiler is 30 
inches in diameter and 18 inches deep. It contains 1,475 tubes, and has a total heating surface of 285 square feet. A steam pressure of 800 to 900 pounds is carried. 
The engine is 4' x 6!, and makes 350 revolutions to the mile. The wheels are 34 inches in diameter, and make 600 revolutions to the mile. They are equipped with 
3-inch G, & J. tires. The body is so designed that the largest cross-section it presents, including the wheels, is only 9 square feet.

Dear Mr. Ransom Matthews: 
4n hour ago I received your letter of the 17th November. The only 
mumber of the Gazette I have got is for May 27,1942,which was about half 
@ yeer on the way. It came as first clase mail. Letters and cards I have 
received several. One card took nearly a year. 
In 1923 at the great internttionel motor car show in Paris I drove 
the first truck especially built for charcoal. It was built by Panhard & 
Levassor, the first motor cer manufacturer in the world, starting 1691. 
I used to express it so: The motor car was born in Germany-Daimler and 
Benz hed their cars resdy 1686 four-wheeler end 1885 three-wheeler resp., 
grew up in France and became a men in U.S.A. Neither Benz nor Daimler 
had factories in the S0-ieth and built only ea few cars a year unto in the 
ninetieth. But Panhard hed a big factory already in 1892! 
But now agein to the charcoal gas driven cars and trucks. Two broth- 
ere Widegren imported from Austria in 1924 ea charcoal gas generator and 
bujlt a few generators during the years 1925-1933. In the year 1928 sxel 
Svedlund constructed a generator more or less an imitation of the Wide- 
gren. Later a new man came on the market, but he soom made bankruptcy, 
and after 1933 Svedlund wes slone. But the really bad times were gone- 
we used generators to save fuel costs-and for the following six years 
hardly any cars were supplied with gener®tore and most people thet had 
bought them took them off the cars. And so came 1939 and the petrol tank- 
boate could not come any more. 
Immediately Svedlund started and in a few monthe the biggest firms 
emongst them General Motors Swedish Branch bought license for 1000 gener- 
ators. Ford also followed and many others and dozens of firms copied 
Svedlund's system more or less. In less than half a year thousands of 
generators were built. Now we have more than 60,000 cars, trucks and bus- * 
es running on charcoal or woodges. Of these 35,000 are cars, 4,000 buses 
end 44,000 trucks. Even a few motorcycles are run on charooal. 
C is the generator, nearly filled with coal,that rests on the grate 
E. The gas goes first to a purifier L and from there to a radiator i, and 
further to the second purifier P. On its way to the motor air is taken . 
in-the valve U regulates it, and K is a mixer where air and gas is mixed 
before it goes to the motor through the pipe X, when sterting air is 
pressed by the fan to the pipe 4 and B to the ooal bed in which a special 
kind of match is inserted. after 1 to 3 mimtes-sometimes 5-6-gas is pro- 
duced and so the motor can be started. The picture is 10 years old but 
the system is fairly the seme. The effect is about 60% of petrol but,as 
the motors are much overdimensioned,the cars run 60 well that a stranger 
does not feel if it is a petrol car he is driving in or if charcoal is 
used. It is easy to learn to drive it,but you have of course to "“sweep* 
and rinse the generétor,often fill coal,etc. i 
In e few days I will send you an outline of a modern generator and

De Dion's of Paris never made a voiturette until just before the 
turn of the century. (I can give you the exact year if you wish.) 

The cer illustréted ies one of the latest models. The earliest ones, 
made in 1900, had no lever for ohanging as but a wheel, and the 
steering tiller was straight without the small upright handle. 

There is no oer I knew better than these De Dions; the one illus- 
trated I should date as very late 1900 or early 1901 but I oan ascerteain 
this if you are sufficiently interested

With profound interest and enthusiesm a score of members of the 
club paid honor to lir. J. Frank Duryea and his gracious wife in e meet- 
ing et their Meryland Hotel epartment in Pasadena Sunday afternoon May 
2, 1943. 48 we listened to his grephic story of the oar which brought 
fene to the Duryea Brothers, we were awere of the rare privilege afford- 
ed us, as devotees of automotive history end of the men and machines 
thet wrote it, to meet face to face one of the pioneers that géve the 
ciate aa its initiel push. To Charles end Frank Duryea be the first 

onors. 

It was young Frenk Duryea who won America's first automobile race 
in Chicago in 1895,exciting the imagination of other inventors and 
creating a demand for the new horseless carriege. In 1902 Frank Duryea's 
new vrein child was born, the famous STEVENS DURYEA cer,which he manu- 
factured until 1915 when he sold out to Westinghouse. 

To the surprise of Mr.and Mrs. Duryee, Captain Peul F.Johnson of 
Altedena drove to the meeting in his 1914 model Stevens Duryea and 
thrilled them with the first ride they had had in one of these cars in 
many years. Mr.Johnson is one of the firm @ the Johnson Service Company 
of Milwaukee, early manufécturers of steam and gas cars. 

Though war conditions prevented our holding a general field meeting 
in their honor, vivid memories of yesteryear were recalled with motion 
pictures of our previous field days and those of the Antique Automobile 
Club and The Veteran Motor Cer Club of America. 

In a short business meeting it was unanimously voted to offer both 
Mr. and Mre. Duryea honoréry membership in the club. We look forward to 
rena Teturn to Pasadena after a sojourn in their Medison, Connecticut 

ome. 

Mr. Duryea has published two brief histories of Americe's First Car, 
and a third comprehensive volume is in preparetion by ea noted historian 
which will preserve to posterity the ebsorbing story of the infant auto- 
motive industry. 

The Duryeas bespeak in their manner and friendship the sterling 
character and genuine devotion to principel exemplified by the fineness 
and dignity of the cer which he built.

Deer Alfred: I just received letter dated August 23rd from Mr. H.R.Cob- 
leigh,Masger of the Historio Car Exhibit,eeking me to fill out a form 
with respect to my ste@m car. I am a little bit in a quendary sbout fill- 
ing out the information desired with regard to seriel number,make,type, 
etco.,for the simple reseon that thie particuler car is one that I built 
personally as a youngster. Being attrected by this new fan-dangled thing 
called the “Horseless Carriege",I got the desire to build one and tackled 
building a esteem car. This wes in the late 90's. I completed it and had 
it running the Fell of 1900 when I was 17 yeers old. The next year or so 
I added edditionl features,such as steam pumps and other gadgets,like 
the accessories we always seem to apply as “extres" in the automobile 
business. 

Briefly, I stérted out by building the steam engine which is pattern- 
ed after the Stanley type of the e#rly deys. I designed the engine myself, 
made my own patterns, even to the extent of helping the foundrymen make 
some of the castinge(which were complicated in those deys)then I machined 
ell the parts to complete the engine on a foot-power Barnes léthe in an 


old adobe in Los Angeles. I designed end personally built the body and 
aes everything thet went into it. The boiler and the chassis 

b t. The burner and all the reguleting devices I made and machined 
myself on thie same lathe. It is a sen type of burner made of cast- 
iron and to drill all the smell size holes to let the gas through I 
built a weter-wheel drill press to get the high speeds to do the drilling. 

This car has no serial number but it did require a license number. 
It was necesssry to go to the City Hell and apply for the right to drive 
a cer on the city streets. I was given the privilege of edopting my own 
number. In the e@rly days the famous steam locomotives were 999 and 666, 
so I chose the mumber 666, made my own plate and attached it to the car. 
I have made a good many tripe,scéred my share of horses,sand probably all 
told heve covered severél thousend miles. 

I might mention e number of ingenious features on this engine. I 
developed and applied a direct acting boiler feed pump on the side of 
the engine and @n automatic air pump on the opposite side of the engine 
direct connected to the cross head; a meens of sterting the gasoline 
burner by lighting a mixture of air and gasoline simply with a match, 
rather than the old hot toroh method as commonly used in those days. I 
designed and built an auxiliary,independent steam oper@ted reciprocating 
boiler feed pump which had ® trick valve ge@r of original design. I al- 
so developed and @tteched a steam whistle operéted by a foot button on 
the floor board and later attached emall electrio light bulbs to illu- 
minate the eteam pressure gauge and weter level géuge for night driving.

Basicelly I am proud of thie car due to the fact that it wae the 
first car I ever rode in and wae the first car I ever drove and served 
as the background that led me into this automobile business. 

4s to insurance value, it has no value other then the intrinsic 
value to me. If you desire to insure it, any nominal vélue you attach 


to it is satisructory to me. I do not want to dispose of this oar. I 
have turned down several requests from the Museum in Southern California 
to put this car on pe:wenent exhibit.

various other distractions, have to keep with this old auto hobby. 
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E. W. RUPPERT chevrolet, Oldemobile,Cadillec Tremont, Pa.,Feb.24, 1943. 
Dear Mr. Matthews: Since I happen to own ea steam car in very good con- 
dition mechanically and completely originel except for the front seat 
cushion and the carbide tank, I must send in my praise of it. 

The body number is 3627. I assume it to be either a 1905 or 1906 
model. The boiler is under the curved hood. It hes 8 two cylinder engine 
at the rear axle. The front se&t hes a buggy-type top; while the rear 
seat resembles a rumble se&t inosmuch as it hés no top protection. The 
re@r seat, or tonneau, has two very smell doors, one on each side. An- 
other feature is the wooden fenders. 

This Stanley Steamer is the attrection of the town when I drive it 
around. It operates very smoothly-in fact,the only thing that really 
comperes with this car in smoothness in starting down the roed or on a 
pull would be a hydramatic drive. 

I dislike to pin a medal on my chest but I can really say that I 
learned to start and operate it entirely from an instruction book, end 
that is something because it was the first time it wes driven in 29 years. 
I did,however,have e man who used to drive steam care check it over a 
bit and he did actually stert a fire in it and get up e steam pressure, 
but he Quickly shut off the fire on account of not knowing whether he 
had enough water in the boiler. 

Since I was not present when he started the firing,or pumping,or 
turning the numerous velves,or getting water in the boiler,or checking 
the gas pressure and steam gauges,and so forth, I was indeed Quite for- 
tunate thet I did not blow the car to pieces. In fact,I almost came to 
blowing up the boiler because I had not yet learned thet when the boiler 
is almost full of water there is very little place left for the expan- 
sion of the steam and ecoordingly the steam pressure will rise very 

apidly once it sterte to develop. Now,it so happened that both safety 
valves were completely stuck fast. Thus I hed one of the biggest shocks 
of my life because at firing with a full boiler the steam pressure was 
at only about 150 lbs. when suddenly on my next glance at the steam 
pressure gauge the pressure was slready at 500 lbs.and still going high- 
er. If I ever moved fast to reduce that pressure, it was then. 

Getting back to the performance of this Stanley, I am particularly 
impressed by its Quietness. No modern car built compares to the steam 
car when stopping at an intersection or some other point while out on a 
drive. Absolute silence while stopping and yet s touch of the throttle 
and off you go with acceleration. At the same time there is no annoying 
gear shifting required.

Hello Ransom: I thought I'd give a little write-up on the McDonald 
Steemer. I presume you know more of its history than I do but I give 
data I know and you may add your knowledge. 

The steam engine is two cylinder vertical type uniflow. It was 
made entirely in machine shop so is crude but interesting. The valves 
are piston type and work off of an eocentrio shaft which is run by 
geer off of crank shaft. The water pump ise also operated off of eccen- 
tric shaft. 

Controls for fire, water, etc. are supposed to be automatic by a 
series of solenoids. I don't understand full details. I know all a per- 
son is supposed to do is turn on & switch and an auto pulse pumps gaso- 
line through ea spray nozzle into a blower which is a Ford A generator 
rewound into a motor. On end of motor is a breaker which makes a epark 
for & spark plug set in the blower end thus fires the gasoline. Down 
dreught fire is used. 

The boiler is constructed of wrought-iron pipe and is flésh type. 
It ie not large enough to be satisfactory but is more of an experiment. 

Mr. Nelson of Long Beach rode in the oar many times but he said 
thet it vibrated badly. Power is transmitted to rear axle through 
Tegular Marmon transmission. The power plant is a unit and it was the 
idea to install them in any stock car if proven satisfactory. This par- 
ticular car has a 1931 Marmon chassie.

I would like to 
submit a little item which you may think suitable for insertion in the 
Gezette. This is @ piece I clipped from a Populer Mechenics Magazine 
about 15 yeere ago. "The First Automobile Accident..It was an accident 
thet took the primite automobile off the highway and put it on raile.In 
1602 Richard Trevethick,while speeding slong the road at the frightful 
speed of ten miles per hour,lost control of his steam carriage and ripped 
off a number of palings.That accident spelled the doom of the early auto- 
mobile. So dangerous a mechine was not allowed to run at large. Even as 
late as 1896 Englend still hed es law prohibiting eny power propelled ve- 
hicle to trevel over the highway at a higher speed then four miles per 
hour,end reQuired further that the vehicle be preceded by a man carrying 
e red fleg." 

Editor's Note: Our guess is thet "Populer Mechemcs"wes &bout 30 yeers 
behind the time. Tne first sutomobile accident we remember hearing of 
occurred when Lieutenent Cugnot's steam &rtillery wagon turned over in 
1770 when he wes speeding at two end one-Quarter miles per hour. He was 
arrested @nd never ellowed to drive it agein.
